10. Until April 1951 Soviet civilians assigned to the Soviet Zone of 
Oermany were hired for a two~year term. After that date Soviet 
civilians were hired for a three-=year period. As a rule, after 
coBtpletlon of the contract, the civilians returned to the USSR. 

If they wished to return to the Soviet Zone of Uermany, they had 
to be rehlred and reassigned to the zone. There were very 

few extensions of contracts. 

11. During their assignment In the Soviet Zone, civilian employees 
were entitled to 24 work-days' annual leave. If leave were taken 
in the USSR, travel tine was authorized. Civilians received 

pay for leave and travel tliM. However, many department beads 
refused to ^ve civilian employees leave, elaljslng that no one 
was on hand to replace them. All leaves for civilians had to be 
approved by 0OFQ. Frequently a Soviet civilian hired for two 
or three years, requesting leave after one year, was not per- 
mitted to return to the Soviet Zone of Qermany at the termination 
of his leave . The civilian would apply for a leave , and with- 
out his knowledge the Cl or political officer In his unit would 
nark his application "Applicant Is suspected of fraternization" 
or "not of good political reliability"; then, to the surprise 
and consternation of the leave applicant • he was granted his 
leave, but told to take all his belongings with him, as no 
visa would be given to him to return to his Job In the Soviet 
Zone of Qemany.
